Flores was a remarkably pleasant 
chap, Rueda soon discovered.

Flores afterward congrat- 
ulated his employer on his remark- 
ably good-lokoing wife, and that 
night Mrs. Rueda remarked to her 
husband that the young fellow he 
had brought home to dinner was very 
charming and handsome.

Render First Aid 
to Injured Deer 


Nov. 14. (Exclusive)— 
Can openers for first aid outfits! This 
is the suggestion of Jack Greener, a 


deer. 
Returning from his employment 
last evening was startled at 


the sight of a neighbor's wife strug- 
gling with a fully developed male 
deer. Now in Yosemite it is a “do 
unto me as I would have others do 
unto myself” spirit that rules—for 
no killing of harmless animals is al- 
lowed, so Greener rushed to the 
scene to ascertain the trouble. Here 
is his explanation of why can open- 
ers should be included in future first 
aid outfits in the park: 

“My neighbor's wife was attempting 


to tie the frightened deer to a tree. be 


She succeeded just as I arrived, then 
pointed toward a small salmon egg 
can tightly clamped on the rear left 
leg of the deer which had already 
caused his limb to swell badly. I 
called to several neighbors for as- 
sistance. One brought a pair of tin 
shears; another iodine. Between us 
we laid the deer out flat and — — 
the “canny” operation. The -shears 
worked very slowly, enabling us to 
release the can from the foot of the 
patient animal only after some time 
had elapsed. Fearing the deer’s sharp 
hoofs if he became frightened we 
jumped back as he was turned loose 
but it was not necessary. The ani- 
mal scrambled slowly to his feet, 
looked calmly in our direction as if 
to say ‘thank you,” and slowly wan- 
dered off into the woods.” 

The incident has firmly convinced 
Greener that can openers should be

I am quite sure it is the ambition 
of every football player to end his 
days with his college team in a 
blaze of glory. Certainly, I will ad- 
mit that such was my ambition. 
I realized it and in doing so wit- 
nessed the play which still stands 
out as the most thrilling of my 


career. It was in 1899, my last 
year as a Princeton Tiger, and the 
play came in the last game we 
played—the match with Yale. 

In both 1897 and 1898 Yale had 
managed to beat us and in this 
year we had but one slogan all 
season and it was on to New 
Haven.“ We worked all season with 
the Yale game as the one big event 
which we must win. Cernell beat us 
and left us two weeks to prepare for 
this game. Biffy Lee, our head 
coach, and every man at Princeton 
had the same motto in mind from 
start to finish and when we jour- 
neyed to New Haven we were as 
nearly perfect as a team could be. 

Yale had a wonderful eleven . 
that year, with Brown, Hale and 

Olcott in the center; Al Sharpe 

and McBride on the flanks, and 

Fincke at quarterback. It was 

a terrific battle — that game. 

From the first blow of the ref- 

eree’s whistle to the last, both 

teams fought magnificently, and 
for a long time it looked as if 

Yale would have the best of the 

argument. 


Early in the game we took the.

GAS POISONING

ing of the deaths from carbon mon- 


oxide poisoning, sometimes of whole 


families being killed. ‘You have no- 


But has 
it reac your consciousness em- 
phatically enough to make you real- 
in the home or if you have ac 

garage and take care of your own 


gas, unlike many 
of the gases used in the war, is not 
actively destructive; that is, it does 
not burn and mutilate the victim. 
Its action is, however, even more 
deadly, for it is so insidious and the 
death is virtually a death from suffo- 
cation. 

If your air supply is cut off so that 
you can't get oxygen into the sys- 
tem, you know you die. With the 
carbon mouwoxide poisoning, the oxy- 
gen may be taken into the lungs 
but it cannot be carried by the blood 
if the carbon monoxide has been 
breathed sufficiently, for the hemo- 
globin (red coloring matter) with 
which the oxygen combines chemi- 
cally, is already saturated with the 
carbon monoxide gas, and carbon 
monoxide combines with the hemo- 
globin with 300 times the readiness 


-of oxygen. 


The gas that is delivered to our 
homes for burning p may 
contain from 4 to 30 per cent of car- 
bon monoxide gas. Even if the gas 
escapes only sufficiently to give a 
concentration of carbon monoxide to 
the extent of 1 per cent in the air 
breathed, a healthy adult will be 
killed in less than ten minutes. And 
even 1-10 of 1 per cent in the air 
will kill it breathed for a long en- 
ough time. (Drinker) This smal! 
amount is so dangerous because of 
the fact that it enters the blood 80 
very much more rapidly than oxy- 
gen (300 times.) 5

bon monoxide and hasn't been over- 
come by it and gets into the fresh 
air, the carbon monoxide escapes from

etc. Al of these things can and 
must be given thought. 

The old-fashioned gas water heater 
is also another dangerous source of 
gas poisoning. Whenever gas flames 
strike cold surfaces there will be some 
escape of gas, and this is. what hap- 
pens in the water heaters. All gas 
appliances for heating water or gas 
appliances of any kind should have 
ventilating flues to carry off the gases. 
Coal ‘fires and other low-burning fires 
will also give off carbon monoxide 
gas. (I have read that Zola was 
killed in this manner. He went to 
sleep, with the coal stove arranged 
to burn low, in an wunventilated 
room.) 

Garage accidents: The exhaust 
from an auto engine contains from 
5 to 9 per cent carbon monoxide. 
Drinker says that a small car running 
on an ordinary mixture in a single- 
car garage which is closed, can kill 
a man in five minutes’ time. This 
will make you realize that in warm- 
ing up the car or any kind of gaso- 
line engine there should be very free 
ventilation in the garage, or room

Peadache and perhaps with dizzi- 
ness. But, unfortunately, these early 
symptoms may not occur, and the 
victim may become unconscious with- 
out realizing anything is wrong. Slow 
leaks of gas over any periadd will 
cause general ill health which is 
often attributed to other causes. 
The treatment is: First, naturally. 
to get into the fresh air, not into 
the ice-cold air of outdoors in winter. 
If the victim is overcome, then artifi- 
cial respiration and measures to get 
more ox;gen into the lungs, must be 
practiced
